In  September,  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  of  the  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  Alumni  Association  met  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  with  the  President, 
Joseph  McGrath  presiding.

The  missionary  Society  of  the 
Precious  Blood,  who  founded  St. 
Joseph’s  College  in  1891,  celebrated 
the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  foundation  of  its  major  semin¬ 
ary  and  motherhouse  at  Cartha¬ 
gena,  Ohio,  October  10th  this  year. 

There  is  an  interesting  sidelight 
on  the  celebration,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  1961  is  also  the  centen¬ 
nial  year  of  the  Civil  War.  When 
the  Reverend  Joseph  Dwenger, 
C.PP.S.,  later  the  second  bishop 
of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  bought 
the  place  for  the  Society  in  1861, 
it  was  known  as  the  “Emlen  In- 
stituts"  ““  ^  rn&Tiusl  training 

school  for  liberated  slaves.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  this  date,  it  wus  one  of 
the  way  stations  for  the  under¬ 
ground  railroad  for  freed  slaves 
traveling  north  for  rehabilitation. 

A  highlight  of  the  celebration 
w’as  the  dedication  of  the  newly 
remodeled  seminary  chapel  and  of 
the  newly  constructed  infirmary 
and  refectory  buildings  on  the 
campus.  Bishops  from  the  thirty- 
nine  dioceses  where  the  Society’s 
priests  and  brothers  work  attended 
along  with  other  priests,  brothers 
and  sisters,  representatives  of  re¬ 
ligious  orders  over  the  country. 
I'^ore  than  seven  thousand  laymen 
also  attended. 

For  the  past  one  hundred  years, 
St-  Charles  has  been  the  focal 
point  of  all  the  activities  of  the 
Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  in 
America.  Seminarians  study  six 
years  here  in  preparation  for  the 
Roman  Catholic  priesthood  after 
completing  four  years  of  high 
school  in  the  Society’s  minor  semi¬ 
nary  near  Canton,  Ohio,  two  years 
of  college  at  St.  Joseph’s  College, 
Rensselaer,  Ind.,  and  a  year  of  no¬ 
vitiate  near  Burkettsville,  Ohio. 
The  seminary  presently  houses 
about  eighty  students,  thirty  broth¬ 
ers,  and  thirty  priests. 


The  founder  of  the  Society,  re¬ 
cently  referred  to  by  Pope  John 
XXIII  as  the  “founder  of  Catholic 
Action,”  is  St.  Gaspar  del  Bufalo, 
a  diocesan  priest  of  Rome.  The 
date  of  foundation  is  Assumption 
Day,  August  15,  1815.  Incidentally, 
the  seminary  chapel  is  under  the 
patronage,  as  are  all  the  chapels 
of  the  Society,  of  the  Assumption 
of  Our  Lady. 

Under  Father  DeSales  Brunner, 


the  Society  came  to  America  in 
1844  by  way  of  trans-oceanic  ship 
to  New  Orleans  and  up  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  and  Ohio  rivers  to  Cin¬ 
cinnati  where  they  were  received 
by  Archbishop  Purcell,  then  ordin¬ 
ary  for  the  state  of  Ohio.  The  area 
now  dominated  by  the  massive 
buildings  and  plans  of  the  major 
Seminary  of  St.  Charles,  Cartha¬ 
gena,  was  assigned  soon  after¬ 
wards.  The  present  main  building 
of  the  seminary  w'as  erected  in 
1922;  the  infirmary,  refectory-au¬ 
ditorium  buildings  were  completed 
in  1959,  and  the  chapel  was  re¬ 
modeled  completely  in  1960-61. 
These  latter  were  dedicated  as 
part  of  the  Centennial  celebration. 

Now  the  Society  serves  twenty- 
one  States  and  South  America,  for 
over  thirty-five  archdioceses  and 
dioceses,  with  its  own  seminarians, 
a  college  and  many  parishes  and 
chaplaincies  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try.

Named 

Athletic  Director 

Dick  Scharf,  well-known  and 
held  in  high  regard  by  all  the 
alumni,  was  appointed  Athletic  Di¬ 
rector  this  summer  by  Father 
Gross,  President  of  Saint  Joseph’s. 

Most  of  Dick  Scharf’s  life,  since 
graduating  from  high  school,  has 
been  spent  at  St.  Joseph’s.  As  a 
student  at  St.  Joseph’s,  Dick  was 
a  triple  threat  competitor  winning 
11  varsity  letters  in  football,  bas¬ 
ketball,  and  baseball.  He  was

The  campus  was  taken  over  on 
August  5  by  close  to  six  hundred 
members  of  the  Young  Christian 
Workers. 

This  convention  was  a  nation¬ 
wide  affair.  Forty-eight  of  the 
fifty  states  were  represented.  Fif¬ 
ty-three  of  America’s  largest  cities 
sent  delegates  along  with  the 
countries  of  Nigeria  and  the  Phi¬ 
lippines. 

Bishop  Leo  Pursley,  Msgr.  Rey¬ 
nold  Hillerbrand,  Father  Bernard 
Cooke,  S.J.,  Father  Edward  Con¬ 
way,  S.J.,  and  Mr.  R.  Sargent 
Shriver  were  just  a  few  of  the 
people  giving  symposiums  during 
the  six  day  convention. 

The  second  session  of  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s  Institute  of  Liturgical  Music 
was  held  on  the  campus  June  19  - 
July  28.

Washburn  Hall 
Remodeled 

Over  $35,000  dollars  worth  of  re¬ 
modeling  in  Washburn  Hall  high¬ 
lighted  the  college’s  summer  im¬ 
provements  program.

Dr.  Bohumir  Kryl,  honorary 
alumnus,  famous  bandmaster  and 
benefactor  of  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege,  died  August  9  in  his  Lake 
Placid  (New  York)  summer  home.

The  National  Catholic  Band¬ 
masters’  Association  elected  Mr. 
Bernard  E.  Qubeck  as  President  of 
the  NCBA  at  their  final  session  of 
the  national  convention. 

Mr.  Bernard  E.  Qubeck  is  assist¬ 
ant  professor  of  music  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College. 

Qubeck  is  known  nationally  for 
his  great  efforts  in  behalf  of  Cath¬ 
olic  Music  and  Catholic  Bands.  He 
achieved  great  success  in  his  NC 
BA  service  as  National  Convention 
Chairman,  Delegate  to  the  White 
House  Conference  on  Children  and 
Youth  as  well  as  Administrative 
Director  of  the  National  Catholic 
Music  Educator’s  Instrumental 
Workshop  held  for  the  second  sum¬ 
mer  on  the  campus  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College.  He  is  also  District 
Director  of  the  Indiana  Governor's 
Youth  Council  as  well  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  representative  to  the  National 
Committee  on  Children  and  Youth, 
which  meets  in  Washington,  D.C., 
twice  a  year  at  the  call  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Kennedy. 

One  of  the  first  official  actions 
of  Mr.  Qubeck  as  President  of  the 
NCBA  was  to  bring  to  the  campus 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  College  the  NC 
BA  sponsored  Summer  Band  Camp. 
The  camp  this  year  will  be  held 
during  the  week  of  August  13-20, 
1962.  The  camp  has  been  in  opera¬ 
tion  on  the  campus  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Notre  Dame  since  the 
summer  of  1953,

In  answer  to  the  Pope’s  urgent 
request  that  Priests  be  sent  to 
South  America,  the  Precious  Blood 
Fathers  are  going  to  take  over  the 
Chincha  province  in  the  Diocese 
of  Ica  which  stretches  along  the 
Pacific  Coast  of  Peru.  This  move 
is  scheduled  to  take  place  in  Sep¬ 
tember  of  1962. 

It  is  felt  that  Latin  American 
Church  must  be  augmented  to  a 
great  degree  by  American  Priests 
or  it  will  fall  prey  to  Communism. 
For  instance,  the  Bishop  of  Ica 
has  250,000  Catholics  under  his 
jurisdiction  with  only  seventeen 
Priests.  Many  of  the  Spanish  con¬ 
structed  churches  are  standing  idle 
with  no  Priests  to  care  for  them. 
Ten  million  Catholics  populate 
Peru  with  just  a  handful  of  Priests 
to  care  for  them. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Pre¬ 
cious  Blood  Fathers  have  twenty- 
five  Priests  working  in  the  Arch¬ 
diocese  of  Santiago  in  Chile.  They 
have  been  helping  in  Chile  since 
1948.
